Flour  Trade. 

THESE  papers  have  been  fuf- 
peiided  for  a coaliJerable  time,  in 
coiii'equence  of  alraoft  every  impor- 
tant »opict  relative  to  our  economi- 
cal fyftem,  having  undergone  difeuf- 
fioB.  New  points,  however,  are 
c on  t i n u a I ly  p re  fe  n ti  ng  the  m fe  1 V e s for 
elucidation,  in  a young  country, 
which  can  only  gain  ul’efiil  know 
ledge  from  experience.  Everyday, 
the.'efore,  will  unfold  I'omething 
worthy  of  attention,  and  lead  the 
mind  to  accompany  its  progreis, 
from  the  firft  rude  eftabnOiments 
preferibed  by  the  firft  iinpulfes  of 
necelTitv,  to  liigher  grades  of  artifi- 
ci-I  improveme lit.  It  is  to  be  re- 
gretted tliat  fome  ];erfon,  pofteffeJ 
of  lelfttre  and  cap.inty,  would  not 
make  it  a duty,  to  feize  upon  every 
point  that  may  lead  to  ufeful  in- 
veftigations,  and  fubniit  the  refult 
of  obfervation  to  tlie  public.  Such 
are  the  changes  which  a young  fo- 
ciety  undergoes  in  its  progiefs  to 
maturity;  that  a plan  v/hich  would 
feven  years  ago  been  deemed  wild 
and  chimerical,  now  becomes  wife 
and  falutary,  from  the  advantages 
with  which  it  is  connedled.  The 
author  of  thefe  Rededlions  is  not  fa- 
voured with  fufficient  leifure,  from 
his  neced'ary  purfuits,  to  fix  his  eye 
fo  ftcadily  upon  the  current  of  e- 
vents,  as  to  embrace  every  point, 
that,  from  time  to  time,  may  require 
diftuliion.  He  earneftlv  recom- 
mends the  talk  of  inveftigating  our 
economical  policy,  t»  fome  one  bet 
ter  qualified.  Much  remains  to  be 
fail  refpciSling  the  navigation  of  the 
Ohio,  and  the  obftruiftions  at  the 
Talks  ; the  beft  mode  of  ci|j|tlvating 
hemp,  and  fliipping  it  to  market ; the 
opening  of  roads  for  the  tranfporta 
tion  of  produce  to  ports  of  depofit, 
and  to  facilitate  the  inland  com 
merce  with  other  ftates  ; the  culti 
vation  of  tobacco,  as  a ilaple  com- 
modity ; and  finally,  rel'pe^ing  the 
in*<le  of  clafling  our  commodities,  fo 
as  to  afeertain  with  precifion,  fuch 
ss  are  at  all  times  vvr<-thy  of  culti 
vation,  Irom  their  imperiftiable  qua 
lity,  and  fuch  as  fliould  only  demand 
our  care,  according  to  the  ftate  o! 
foreign  markets. 

In  a former  number  of  thefe  Re- 
fledlions,  publiflied  laft  winter,  1 
made  fome  remarks  to  ftiew,  that 
very  little  advantage  could  be  expec- 
ted from  the  flour  trade  to  New-Or 
leans  or  the  Weft-  Indies,  under  the 
embarrafTments  to  which  it  is  now 
liable.  This  opinion  was  grounded 
on  feveral  ftiiking  points. — ift.  Our 
remote  fituation  from  market — id. 
The  perifluble  nature  of  the  com- 
modity, which  was  fubjeift  to  fpoil  by 
Si  long  voyage  through  a fouthern 
clime,  and  the  fatal  eft'e£ls  of  the  ri- 
ver fweat — 3d.  The  rivalfliip  of  the 
Atlantic  trade,  which  would  always 
aiuicip.ite  us,  from  the  greater  faci 
lity  of  na\igation  to  New-Orleans 
and  the  Weft- Indies — and  4th.  The 
bad  charafler  which  our  home  mar- 
ket had  fuftained  from  the  carelelT- 
r.efs  of  the  firft  e.xporters.  Altho’ 
thefe  inconveniences  cannot  be  en- 
tirely removed'by  any  human  means, 
yet  they  may  be  in  fome  rneafure  ob- 
viated by  prudent  legiflative  inter- 
ference. This  is  all  that  can  be 
expe£led,  in  any  cafe,  from  the  wifell 
policy. 

To  facilitate  the  flour  trade,  from 
this  country,  < here  isa  plan  which  has 
made  much  imprefiion  on  my  mind, 
and  which  I have  confidered  praifti- 
cable,  with  fmall  et])ence.  At  the 
prefent  time,  this  trade  is  fuhje6l  to 
miny  very  great  embarrafl'menti  ;

ftrniSlea  navigation  of  the  river,  at 
the  falls,  during  a great  part  of  the 
year.
